sonable, and if found to be unreason 
able, to make a rate wJiich is to be 
just aud reasonable and fairly remun- 
erative, which is to be the maximum 
rate to be charged. 


This rate, so fixed, is to go into ef- 


fect thirty days after it is announced 
by the commission? subject in that 
lime to be set aside or suspended by 
the commission or by the courts. Af- 
ter it has gone into effect, i; is to re- 
main the rate for three years. Dur- 
ing this time, the opinion has been 
expressed by those who have partici- 
pated in ,.he debate, the rate may also 
be reviewed by the 
courts, and if 


found to be in conflict either 
with 


the terms of the act or with the con- 
stitution, by being confiscatory, can 
be set aside by the courts. 


Another-important feature is 
the 


definition of the word "railroad" and 
"transportation" in a manner 
ito in- 


clude all auxiliary instrumentalities 
of the common carrier and to bring 
them within the control of the com- 
missioners.

Precidtnt Roosevelt has given in- 
ciructions to the military authori- 
tiec at Fort Myer, located a few/ 
miles from Washington, on the 
ViirgJnia Side of the Potomac riv- 
er, that they must furnish protec- 
tion to women against 
drunken 


soldier*. So 
many 
complaints 


have been made to the President 
of soldiers insulting women 
on 


the Virginia side of the Acqueduct 
bridge, vtfcere there is no police 
protection, that he hac 
determ- 


ined to do something that 
will 


put 9 stop to it, if possible. 


A few days ago five soldiers took 


charge of two respectable girls and 
subjected them to many insults be- 
fore they could be released. Several 
citizens who interfered were threat- 
ened with death if they did not mind 
iheir own business. 


The President, it is asserted, is 


convinced that >the complaints arise 
from the lack of a canteen at Fort 
Meyer. The soldiers, unable to gei 
beer and oiher mild drinks in their 
post canteen, secure leave of ab- 
•ence, come to Washington and fill 
Wp on the meanest sort of whiskies. 
frequently they do not come to this 
city, where they are subject to quick 
arrest, tut remain on the Virginia 
aide, where, among the low saloons 
and gambling dives tiiey become in- 
t<Hic*ted and insult women who are 
on their way to trolley cars that take 
them to their homes.

iiat tfte army has never had so many 
complaints from citizens living near 
trmy posts as to the misbehavior of 
drunken soldiers, and the officials of 
the War Department are inclined to 
tnarch on Congress and urge the res- 
toration of tihe canteen.

by residents of York Harbor that the 
dumping being carried on in connec- 
tion with the dredging is wholly in 
variance with proper ideas regard 
ing the disposition of the refuse. 


Th«» work is being carried on un- 


der the supervision erf a government 
inspector who doubtless may 
'have- 


reason for his action which 
fails, 


however, to be apparent or reasonable 
in the judgment of many. 


It is understood that the contract 


calls for the dumping of material se- 
cured from the bottom of the har- 
bor to a point not less than one mile 
distant from the entrance and in wa- 
ter at least six fathoms deep. 


No one disputes from actual knowl- 


edge that the contract in its letter is 
being faithfully performed, but 
the 


question arises over the fact, accord- 
ing to the statement of many, 
that 


the scows are being dumped at one 
point and that to the eastward of the 
month of the harbor 
where* every 


gale and heavy sea will have a ten- 
dency to drive the material 
right 


back into the harbor entrance. 


There seems to be a feeling thar 


the dumping of 40.000 cubic yards of 
sand jn six fathoms of water in such 
a locality may have a serious after 
effect which will diminish to a great 
extent the efficacy of the work being 
done. 


To obviate the danger 
threatened 


persons say it. will be only necessary 
to convey tho material for dumping a 
little to the westward 
of 
Western 


Point instead of eastward 
towards 


Eas.ern Point. This would be sure 
to prevent any washing in o-f sand by 
wind or tide, and those who appear 
to know all abut it say that it could 
be accomplished even easier and t;. 
better advantage than going so far 
to eastward. 


The subject is one that seems tr. 


afford a good deal of discussion and 
the action of the inspector in thus per- 
mitting what is tenr.cJ as a flagrant 
departure of good Judgment is beins; 
very harshly criticized.

The cbeaaett tobacco sold is •crap 


tobacco, a can be found only la the 
cheapest kind of toteecu shops. Scrap 
tob*ceo is composed of the cuttings 
aud fragment* of (caves that fall from 
the cigaruakers* tables, says the New 
York Mail. They *re. of course, of the 
aauie quality as the cigars and if they 
wer« kept clean would be just t» ae- 
tirabl* for smoking purpose*. 


Unfortunately, however, the tobacco 


is not kept clean. It falls on the floor 
where tbe worklngmen wipe their feet 
an It all day. In Cub* and in Tampa 
the clgcrnwkera often work In bare 
feet. 
The condition of the tobacco 


tit the end of the day can be better 
imagined than described. 


Moreover cigar *ad clgaret stumps, 


fragments of food, *nd scraps of var- 
ious kinds drop upon it. At night time 
It is swept up »nd placed in bales or 
barrels and shipped to the factories. 
where it is worked up Into chewing 
tobacco and snuff. . 
t No attempt i* made to clean the 
scrap tobacco before it is run througb 
the machines, aside from picking out 
the bulkier articles. 
A man, there- 


fore. never knows what he is chewing 
when he takes * bunch of this stuff 
into bis mouth. It Is very apt to have 
a nutty flavor entirely foreign to the 
tobacco itself. 


The demand for cheap tobacco baa 


become so great in tbe United States 
that tbe cig*rm*ken who were for- 
merly glad enough to give It away, or 
sell it for three or four cents a pound 
are now getting twelve cents a pound 
for it. 
One factory out iu Ohio ha* 


been unable to get enough.of the scrap 
tobacco 
aud so is 
manufacturing 


scraps out of all sorts of materials 
having a tobacco flavor. 


Physicians have recently reported 


that there has been a marked increase 
in inoutb and throat diseases among 
those who chew tobacco and smoke 
some of the many cheap grades of ci- 
gars. They assert that it is possible 
for disease to be transmitted by tobac- 
co to those who use them. 


They call attention to the fact that 


in Cuba and Key West the workmen 
employed are far from cleanly in their 
habits and are often afflicted with 
communicative diseases. As many of 
them, in spite of the watchful eyes of 
the foremen, expectorate 
upon 
the 


floor where the scrap tobacco is lying, 
it is easy to see that tb* condition of 
the tobacco at the end of the day must 
be something frightful. 


In many of the cigar factories on the 


cast side of New York city the cheap- 
est class of emigrant workmen are em- 
ployed. They are dirty in their per- 
soual habits and do not use hand- 
kerchiefs. 


An inspector of^the~New York State 


Department of Labor who frequently 
visits these factories states that be be- 
lieves that the use of scrap should be 
made a criminal offense because of its 
filthy condition. 
He declares that if 


people only knew what they were tak- 
ing into their mouths when they use It 
they would be so disgusted that they 
would never dare to chew any more. 


The Power of Water. 


Imagine a perpendicular column of 


water more than one-third of a mile 
high, 26 inches in diameter at the top 
and 24 inches in diameter at the bot- 
tom. Those temarkable conditions are 
complied with, as far as power goes, 
1n the Mill Creek plant, which oper- 
ates under a head of 1,960 feet. This 
little column of water, which, if liber- 
ated, would be just about enough to 
make a small trout stream, gives a ca- 
pacity of 5,200 horsepower, or enough/ 
power to run a good ajzed ocean going 
\ esscl. As the water strikes the buck- 
ets ol' the water wheel it has a pres- 
sure of $50 pounds to the square inch. 
What this pressure - implies is evi- 
denced by the fact that tbe average 
locomotive carries steam at a pressure 
c! 1-j.i or 200 pounds to the square inch. 
Were this steam, as it issues from the 
i.u/.-.lc, turned 
upon a hillside^ tha 


4 ai th would fade away before it Uke 
snow before a jet of steam. 


Huge bowlder*, big as city offices, 


would tumble into ravines with as lit- 
tle effort as a clover burr is carried 
before the hydrant stream on a front 
lawn. Brick walls would crackle like 
paper, and th« 
bugest sky scrapera 


crumble before a stream like that ot 
the Mill Creek plaut It takes a pow- 
erful waterwheel to withstand the trc- 
niuudous pressure. 
At Butte Creek, 


Cul., a single jet of water, six inches- 
in iVamcter, issues from tho noizle at 
the tremendous velocity of T20.000 feet 
a minute. It Impinges on the buckets 
of what is said to be the most powerful 
single waterwheel ever built, causing 
tho latter to travel at the rate of 94 
miles 
an 
hour, making 400 revolu- 


tions a minute. This six-inch stream 
has a capacity of 12,000 horsepower. 
The water for operating the plant ia 
conveyed from Butte Creek through a 
ditch nnd discharged into a regulating 
reservoir which is 1,600 feet about the 
power house. Two ste*l pressure pipe 
11 lies, ;',0 Inches In diameter, conduct 
the water to the power house.—The 
World Today,

In- 
detd, the old story of the safety lampt 
In mine* shows that accustomed dan- 
gers ar* forgotten or mloimlied.

ally by the Government. 


POWER of MODERN LIGHTS 


Antiquated atone Towers Replaced by 


Tubular gtrvctwe*—Hundreds o* 
Live* L«*t Yearly In th« Under- 
taking—Advantage of th* Revolv- 
ing Lighting Apparatus. 


Of the amount expended nearly 


$500,000 is required to purchase th? 
•upplie* for lighthouses, lUOO.OoO lor 
repairs and $400.000 for the mainte- 
nance of lighthouse vessels. The Un- 
ited States has 
now about fourte«u 


hundred lighthouse* and fog signal 
ket-pers. and as each man's pay is fix- 
ed by law at not le** than $&M* per 
year a little multiplication will show 
us that a sum of about $825.000 is re- 
quired yearly for this, service alone. 
Congress has been fairly liberal in tne 
matter 
of 
appropriation. 
Another 


heavy expense has been the installa- 
tion of modern lights to take the place 
of the antiquated illuminating appara- 
tus. 


Tbe lighthouse board has under its 


care more than nine thousand "aids to 
navigation,' 'of one kind or another, 
inciting lights, beacons or signals 
which are operated by steam or hot 
air. 
More than a third of tbe num- 


ber are designed to give warning at 
night. 
It requires an army of four 


thousand men and a fleet of fifty ves- 
sels to maintain this giant illuminat- 
ing system, but the lights flash about 
along the shores in tbe dusk at even- 
ing with as much regularity as though 
they were operated by clockwork. 


Ihe old fashioned towers of brick 


and stone are being changed to the 
steel 
tubular 
structures of 
great 


strength, securely bolted to the rocks. 
Many of tbe lighthouses situated in 
dangerous localities have finally been 
reared on their hazardous sites after 
years of dogged fighting on tbe part 
of tbe sea builders 
with wind and 


wave and tide and ice pack. The re- 
ports of the workmen who have rear- 
ed these light towers upon submerged 
foundations where the waves swept 
them at 
intervals or on submerged 


rocks in midoccau read like romances. 
Hundreds of men lose their lives in 
tbis mast hazardous undertaking; at 
times they have seen the work of years 
swept away in a single night or have 
been4 compelled to live on some bleak 
rock, cut off from all communication 
with the world, for months at a time. 


It is by no means exceptional for 


tbe government to pay more than 
$125.000 for a lighthouse, and some of 
the triumphs of engineering skill have 
cost not l«ss than $400,000. The elec- 
trical apparatus often costs a fifth of 
tbe sum. Side by side with the endea- 
vor to build beacons where it has bean 
supposed impossible to find a resting 
place for them is tbe ambition to fur- 
nish these towers with lights of suffi- 
cient power to send 
the rays over 


greater wastes of water than ever be- 
fore. 
There are now in existence on 


the coast of tbe United States a num- 
ber of lighthouses of more than one 
hundred thousand candle power, or tb« 
equal of eight ordinary incandescent 
lights, and a new form recently devel- 
oped more than thirty million candle, 
power. The introduction of a greatly 
improved lens which concentrates tbe 
rays has been important in bringing 
tbe lighthouse to their present state 
of perfection. 
Another innovation is 


the revolving of the lighting appara- 
tus. By this plan the mariner wher- 
ever he may be, will see flashes of 
light separated by intervals of dark- 
ness, but by this means a more power- 
ful light is obtained than would other- 
wise be the case. 


The important work of indicating 


his whereabouts to the mariner has 
been undertaken by the lighthouse of- 
ficials. 
Hundreds of beacons which 


Hash white, then red, indicate to tbe 
perplexed mariner by means of the 
order of succession or their duration 
his exact whereabouts. With glasses 
of only two hues an endless number 
of combinations may be devised. But 
Uncle Sam's officials have a 
better 


scheme 
than this, and it is nothing 


less than a plan io have each sign of 
flame dot out its message to the mar- 
iners by means of beams of light, just 
as a telegraph instrument clicks out 
the words. Every seaman, even though 
though he be color blind, is able to 
count up to ten, and with our great 
seaboard lamps operated on this new 
system all that he will have to do ia 
to count the number of flashes thrown 
toward him, note the duration of tha 
total eclipse which follows and con- 
sult the key or code which he carries 
and he may ba as sure of his position 
as though the fact were chalked on a 
signboard before his eyes. 


The First Automobile. 


The automobile seems to have been 


born in the for^m of an idea, in the 
year 1759. when a Glasgow student 
threw out the suggestion that the 
steam engine—then a very crude low- 
pressure affair—might be applied to 
the moving of wheeled vehicles. This 
student afterward achieved tame un 
Dr. Robinson, professor 
of 
natural 


philosophy in the University of Edin- 
burgh. Ten years later Nicholas .la-, 
aeph Cugnot. a French engineer, built 
the first automobile. 
The machliu 


was a three wheeled affair and :ta 
course was quickly run, for on its sec- 
ond or third trip It turned a corner too 
fast and toppled over with a crash. 
The city officials of Paris refused to 
permit Cugnot to repair his machine. 
To keep it from harming any one they 
locked it up in a church, and there it 
stnvrd 
for 
some years.--Technica!

King Kdward has passed bis sixty- 


fittli inik-ritoiir. and has U-en an in ci- 
trate smoker ever fcluce he attained 
manhood, more than iwo score years 
ago. Judging by the results which lia 
has achieved as ruler iu the nve brief 
years which have elapsed since he suc- 
ceeded to the throne, it cannot be said 
that ihe cigarettes which he smoked 
as prince of Wales and the cigar* 
whi<b he has consumed as King have 
in any way unfitted him for the duties 
of ruler over one-fifth of tbe entire 
known universe. 


Even the Poj-a smokes, and is the 


first Pontiff of the Roman Catholic 
church to indulge in cigars, bis pred- 
ecessors, notably Pius IX and Leo 
XIII having contented themselves with 
suuff. 


The Sultan of Turkey is so frequent- 


ly portrayed in the comic papers of 
this country as in the act of smoking 
a hookah or a chibouk that m*uy peo- 
ple will have difficulty in believing 
that he never touches tobacco. This 
abstinence in his part is not due to 
auy distaste for the weed, but to his 
affiliation with the all-powerful and 
mysterious Order of 
the Senoussi, 


which, surpassing in numbers, range 
of power and wealth the Society of 
Jesus, even in the palmiest days of 
that fraternity, embraces about thirty 
million Mahometans, that is to say, 
over a third of the total number of the 
Faithful. Tbe order was founded about 
70 years ago by an Algerian of the 
tribe of Medjaher. named Mabommed 
Ben AH el Senoussi. and its doctrines, 
which are of the most fanatical order, 
strictly prohibit the use of tobacco. 
Tbe grand master of the order, who, 
like Moses of old wbe,n he came down 
from the Mount, never shows himself 
to his followers save with his face veil- 
ed, makes his headquarters at Jerboub, 
on the Tripoli-Egyptian border, and 
bas bis representatives at every Mos- 
lem court and in every tribe profes- 
sing Islam, from the Atlantic shores 
of Morocco to the Pacific. Abdul Ha- 
med, tb* present Sultan of Turkey, 
bas long been connected with the or- 
der and even those ''Moslem rulers who 
do not belong thereto are nevertheless 
sufficiently in dread ot" its decrees to 
sacrifice their personal tastes to its 
behests.—New York Tribune. 


The Purification of Water. 


Remarkable results are announced 


from the application of a new meth- 
od of destroying micro-organisms in 
water, which was discovered_by Dra. 
Moore and Kellerman, of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, at Washington. It 
consists simply in dissolving a certain 
quantity of copper sulphate in the 
water to be purified. Fortunately the 
dilution can be made so large that no 
deleterious effects are produced upon 
water intended for drinking purposes. 
One part of copper sulphate to eight 
million parts of water is the propor- 
tion generally used, and it is pointed 
out that, iu order to obtain a medicin- 
al dose of copper trom such a mixture, 
a man would have to drink forty gal- 
lons of the water. 


During the latter part of 1904 more 


that fifty sources of water supply ia 
the United States were treated by this 
method with gratifying success. Not 
only are dangeroifs bacteria thus des- 
troyed, but the green growths that fre- 
quently choke up small ponds are also 
eliminated. Most important of all is 
the promise that by this treatment the 
germs of typhoid lever may be entirely 
removed from any source of water 
supply. 
* 


In case pf a lake or pond, the chem- 


ical is applied by suspending bags fill- 
ed with copper sulphate over the side 
of a boat and allowing the crystals to 
dissolve while the boat is rowed about 
In two or three days the copper is en- 
tirely precipitated from the water, but 
the beneficial effects of the treatment 
last for weeks or months. 


It has been suggested that this dis- 


covery may raise the question whether 
after all, our mothers were not right 
—although they did not 
understand 


the scientific aspects of the matter— 
In preferring copper kettles for pre- 
paring many kinds of food.—Success. 


Wounds Dressed With tilats. 


Tbe substitution of glass for lint in 


dressing certain kinds of wounds is 
the curious suggestion made by Dr. J. 
L. A. Aymard, M. R. C- S. in London 
Lancet. 


Dr. Aymard describes an experiment 


with the new dressing which lie him- 
self undertook at Johannesburg hospi- 
tal. 
After obtaining a piece of thick 


window glass, the edges of which wcro 
ground on an ordinary grindstone, he 
smeared it with carbolic oil, and used 
it on a patient instead of lint. Tha 
wound, he says, subsequently healed 
up entirely, and will leave uo trace of 
a scar. 


Two other cases Dr. Aymard baa 


treated with watch glasses, the results 
being equally satisfactory. 


In summing up the advantages of a 


glass dressing, Dr. Aymard dwells up. 
on its extreme cheapness, and states 
that its adoption on a 
large scalo 


would mean considerable economy la 
hospital practice.

Sjmulnh rule, says the Mexican Her- 
ald. 
And until quite lately, this 


eoodidon of affairs has prevailed la 
Mexico since its freedom from the 
Si'hiiUh crown. 


Not so many years ago when a 


Mexican woman went shopping she 
remained 
in 
her 
carriage in tbe 


street and x*nt her servant into tbe 
store to «all one of the clerks to wait 
upon her. He came out and re- 
celv«d her orders and brought the 
goods to her for examination. This 
peculiar method of shopping was due 
to the old Mexican idea that a lady 
of good family should be exclusive 
and should shield herself from the 
gas* of tbe public, and in fact from 
every one except her own Immediate 
relatives aud most intimate friends. 
This idea has been dying bard for 
over a century and it Is still far from 
being completely buried 
in 
some 


parts of the republic. 


The Mexican woman is naturally 


a home lover. She has no clubs to 
tr.ke her away from her home, and 
she has few outside interests. Even 
when she is philantbroplcally in- 
clined, which she very often is her 
ideas of life tend to make her place 
her charitable contributions in the 
hands of sister superiors of convents 
or directors of charitable institutions 
and works for use iu tf.e cause she 
has at heart. 


The Mexican women of the middle 


and upper classes have never been 
athletic, at least since the Spanish 
conquest. This of course was due to 
the secluded life they led. But the 
women of the lower classes have 
ever been stout and muscular, for 
much work of a heavy kind has al- 
ways been their lot. On account of 
her quieter disposition, it is not 
probable that for years at least, the 
Mexican woman will take the inter- 
tst in athletics that Is now being 
shown bj her American sister. An- 
other reason is that the sympathy of 
the Mexican people Is all against her 
doing so. 


In the Mexican schools the girl Is 


taught many things in the way of 
needlework, painting, embroidering. 
drawing and designing, and these 
later serve to fill in her peaceful, un- 
eventful life after leaving school. To 
this must be added music. For here, 
as in Spain and other Latin coun- 
tries, most women of the middle and 
upper classes receive an excellent 
musicai_education. 


In their homes, and in their own 


way, the Mexican women are de- 
lightful 
entertainers, 
and 
their 


knowledge of music aids not a little 
In their entertaining. 


The piano always forms a very im- 


portant factor Iu the entertainment 
at a Mexican bouse. No matter how 
small the gathering of friends, there 
is always some one who can play 
well, and his or her services are re- 
quested and always cheerfully giv- 
en, for a Mexican not only likes to 
help entertain his friends and his 
friend's friends, but be looks upon 
it as his duty to do so. With the 
piano also goes singing of the popu- 
lar songs of the day.

work about them, no matter what 
they are doing. At evening pram 
meetings it is not unusual for, a 
woman to knit across a nipper be- 
fore she rise to give ber testimony 
when called upon by the class lead- 
er.

•In the principles of mechanical the- 
ory and practice. 


• To secure and retain the services 
of the requisi.e number of sucu men, 
reasonably steady employment must 
ibe provided and good salaries must 
|)e paid. Mechanics of the first class 
twill not accept government positions 
unless they are well paid and 
are 


made secure in those positions. The 
jx>licy_which makes necessary 
fre- 


quent discharges will in course of 
time work to the disadvantage of the 
government by rendering it difficult 
or impossible to 
secure competent 


workmen when they are needed. Na- 
val work has, in fact, been more than 
once been delayed by difficulty in 
finding men to do it. If 
discharges

there .would be no trouble on this 
score.

of lawyers in the body, resided 
in 


communities of less than ,ten thou- 
sand inhabitants. 


Two hundred and fifty-seven law- 


vers were elected to the House of 
Representatives in the same Con- 
gress. Of these, only sixty-two were 
-esidents of large cities. One hundred 
and forty-eight, or considerably more 
:han one-half of the entire number, 
resided in towns and villages whose 
population numbered ten thousand or 
ess. 


All the six members who during the 


asc twenty-five years have been se- 
ected by that body to the powerful 
and influential position of Speaker 
have been lawyers residing in places

from dust. Do not wipe the bowl and 
tinware 
with a cloth 
or 
drying 


towel; beat them so hot with steam 
or boiling water that wiping Is un- 
necessary. 


4. Rinse the inllk receiving can 


and separator bowl with a quart pr 
two of hot water just before ru/u- 
ning milk into the separator. 


5. Cool the cream as it couiea 


from the separator, or immediately 
after, to a temperature near 50 d?- 
greeg F and keep It cold until deliv- 
ered. 


6. Never 
mix 
warm a:iJ co'.d 


cream or sweet and ^lightly tainted 
cream. 


7. Provide a covered and clean 


water tank for holding the cream 
cans and change the water frequent- 
ly in the tank BO that when the tem- 
perature does not rise above CO de- 
grees F. A satisfactory arrangement 
may be made by allowing running 
water to flow through the cream 
tank to tho stock watering tank. 


Using the Milk Tester.

composite samples, etc. The fnt tost 
may be made at frequent Intervals, 
say once a week; or a composite" test 
can be made by taking a small sam- 
ple of milk each day. mixing these, 
and testing the mixture at the end of 
a week.

reliable to take samples of both the 
morning's and the night's milk for 
testing.
